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1 . Applicant's communication filed on February 6, 2006 has been carefully studied 
by the Examiner. The arguments advanced therein, considered together with the 
amendments made to the claims, are persuasive and the rejections based upon prior art 
made of record in the previous office action are withdrawn. However, during the 
reconsideration the new objections are applied to the pending claims. Thus this action 
is not made final. 



Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-15 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 
recites the limitation "at least one cladding part (8, 8'), which can be pivoted at a joint (9) 
by a certain pivoting angle between an open position and a closed position" in lines 9 
and 10. This does not appear to be correct because it is impossible for one cladding 
part to be at an open position or a closed position. Claim 1 also recites limitation "a 
protective sleeve which can be divided and closed" in lines 13-14. This does not appear 
to be correct because one sleeve cannot be divided or closed. It appears that reciting 
two cladding parts and two of protective sleeves are correct ways to recite the 
applicant's invention and this way the recited limitation "an open position and a closed 
position" make sense. Appropriate correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 1-1 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objection(s) set forth in this Office action. It appears that there is no prior art made of 
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record that teaches the claimed invention was shown in Fig. 1 that comprises protective 
sleeves and cladding parts that can be pivoted at joints. However, because there are 
objections to the pending claims, the claims will be reconsidered when the response is 
received.
